Receipt is acknowledged of the response filed on 1 7 November 2003, which has 
been entered in the file. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 -42 are allowable over the prior art of records. 

3. The following is an examinees statement of reasons for allowance: 
Although, the best prior art of record to Kawashima et al. [US 6,188,380], 

Matsumoto et al. [US 5,694,190], Hiratsuka et al. [US 6,599,908], Won et al. [US 
6,330,148], and Jung [EP 0,888,036] discloses a display device comprising a frames, 
display panel, light source, a reflecting plate or an integrated supporting unit, and a 
supporting frame. However, Kawashima et al., Matsumoto et al., Hiratsuka et al., Won 
et al., and Jung taken alone or in combination of other references, fail to specifically 
teach or fairly suggest that the reflecting plate having a main portion and at least one 
side portion being tilted with respect to the main portion and a circuit board installed 
within a gap between the reflecting frame and the supporting frame or on the side 
portion of the reflecting plate for controlling operations of the display apparatus as set 
forth in the claims.
